A living, don’t 
you £ee, is a—a living, of course; a fellow that 
bas taken orders must have a place 
to do his work and earn his 
ealf; well, he looks after a church- 
living, and ifhbeor any of his friends think 
they have a pull with me, they ask me to ap- 
point bim to the next vacancy, you know, and» 
J suppose I appoint the fellow that’s got the 
biggest pull, forthere’s always more clerics 
trav livipgs. And that gives rise to a lot of 
funny things that would make your people 
open their eyes; it has made a vast dea! of fuss 
over there you know, so many reformers are 
all the time wanting to improve things. This 
is how it is. Some day a 
men comes to me and Bays: 
‘M’sud, wy son Henry has just taken orders 
Now, who isthe oldest or feeblest curate in 
your livings?’ and I think a miaute and and 
sexy “There’s Smith, at ——worth; he’s over 
eighty and very decrepid; it is not probable 
he'll last long.’ Then the gentleman says: 
‘M’jud, ll give you five hundred pounds for 
the presentation when the vacancy occurs’ 
That means, don’t you know, that he wants 
me to appoint bis son to the curacy when its 
decrepid incumbent dies. Now, I’ve known 
euch things a3 a bolder of livings being either 
60 bard up 28 to be mighty glad to bargain for 
@ vacancy for five handred pounds, 
Ard I conld name noblemen who 
didn’t peed the money so much, bat 
who believed on general principles in making 
people pay for what they get, to do the same 
thing. Why, inetead of supporting a number 
of livings, a man with enough of them might 
almost be supported by them. There’s a very 
o€d twist in the law about this: I have the 
right to bargain away a vacancy before it oc- 
curs, but if an incumbent shonid die or resign, 
it would then be criminal to sel! the privilege 
of presentaticn or appointment, Anybody 
who bought the place under sugh circam- 
stances would be guilty of simony. Now and 
then a prospective vacancy is put up at aus- 
tion by some bolder of appointments who gets 
short. It seems rather odd, you know, to 
hear an auctioneer runnipg on about the 
health of the present incumbent, assuring the 
would be buyers that the Bev. So and-so is old 
and infirm, and that the clergyman who se 
curcs the privilege of succeeding So and-so 
willnot baveto waitlong. Yes, the reform 
crowd stirup a good deal of fuss about t'iat 
kind of thing.

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MASON’S COTTON PICKER 


THE GREATEST INVENTION OF 
THE NINSTEBNTH CENTURY: 


The Wonderful Macvine on Ite Way Through 6 
Cotten FPield-Its Mechanism Expisined—The 
Gicry of Mr. Mason's Life-—His Encrasce

CoLumpBiA, 8. C., October 16.—[Special.}— 
Whoever has not visited Sumter has not seen 
one of the most charming little cities in South 
Carolina. The town, which was founded in 
the year 1800, is situated in a section of coun- 
try noted for its salubrious climate and its fer- 
tile soil, and it lies on the northern side of the 
Wilmington, Columbia and Augusta railway, 
exactly forty-two miles east of Columbia, 
Many beautiful traditions and interesting his- 
toric memories cluster about Sumter, whic», 
many years ago, was christened the “Game- 
cock County.” This town has given birth to 
men and women who achieved greatness and 
reflected renown upon the place of their na- 
tivity. Clara Louise Kellogg, the famous cau- 
tatrice, first saw the light of day here, and 
the house in which she was born is proudly 
pointed out to the visitor. She made a visit 
last winter to the scenes of her babyhood, 
and the townspeople were lavish in the atten- 
ticn they bestowed upon her. 

THE GREAT COTTON PICKER. 

A new glory has lately been added to Sam- 
ter’s fame. In future years this modest little 
city will be celebrated the world over as the 
bome and birthplace of one of the greatest in- 
ventors ofthe nineteenth centary —Charies T. 
Maton, jr. Your correspondeat has jast re- 
turned from Sumter where he met this gifted 
man and taiked sith him; inspected his unique 
machine shop and examined critically his 
wonderful invention, and witnessed a most 
rigid practical testapplied toit. He saw it 

ck cotton from the plants in the field with a 

ettne:s and discriminating intelligence almost 
heman. But before minutely describing this 
marvelous conception, let something be told 
about the man from whose brain it was evolved. 

Mr. Mason was bors in the town of Sumter 
in the year 1555. His father had lived here 
many years. He wasa jeweler and an . 
triclan and possessed no moan scientific “At- 
tainments. During the war between the 
states he was given an important post in the 
telegraph service. The subject of this sketch 
ae a boy was not unlike the other boys of the 
village. When, however. he reached the age 
of fifteen. having previously evinced a fond- 
nets for mechanics, he designed and con- 
structed a miniature steam engine, which was 
pronounced a novel of ingenuity for one so 
young. It was favorably noticed by the Sci- 
entific American in 186%, and was subsequent- 
ly exhibited at fairs as acuriosity. In 1870, 
Mason went to Baltimore and entered the ex: 
tensive machinery shops of George Page & Co. 
Hee he had rare opportunities for developing 
his powers, aud be made the most of them. 

AT WORK ON CJTTON. 

In 1875 be returned to Sumter and engaged 
in the milling and ginning business. It was 
he who first brought into notice the important 
attachment of the cotton gin, known as the

THE MARVELOUS COTTON PICKER, 

It is exceedingly difficult to so describe a 
pieceof machinory that the description shall 
be inte) igible to the average newspaper reader. 
The Mason cotton harvester is not a complica- 
ted macbine. In appearance i: is unlike every- 
other labor-saving implements which are to be 
seen in almost any harvest field. It is a stroag 
but light framework, in the interior of which 
is placed the mechanism, which doos the work. 
It is mounted on a single pair of geared wheels, 
which furnish the rotary motion to the cyl- 
indiical pickers. Above these wheels and in 
front cf them the driver gi‘s and controls the 
motion of the machire, which is drawn by two 
horses. So far as weight is concerned, one 
borse cou!d casily draw it, for the whole thing 
dois not weigh more than three huadred and 
fitty pounds. The harvester upon entering 
the ficld straddles a row of cotton plants, the 
wheels passing along the alleys on either side, 
the horses doing likewise. Neither 
the wheils nor the horses’ therefore 
come in contact withthe bushes.4As the 
ma bine proceeds through the field the pickers 
begin to exercise their functions. The cotton 
plants pats backward and forward as the 
picking cylinders impinge upon them. The 
cylinders are set in vertical bo!lders and rotate 
back ward ereund the shafts, slowly or rapid!y, 
in sige to the movements of the 
machine. The stems being journaled iuto the 
cylinders, revolve backward with them at the 
meine ra eofspeed asthe cotton plants bend 
forwaid. Evcry part of the plant is gone over, 
and very few bolis can escape the cyndrical 
fingere. Now, in addition to the backwarl 
mover ent of the stems with the plants, they 
possets and independent, undivided rotatioa 
on their own axes; first, in 
the direction of the points of their teeth, so 
as to catch the coiton, and then, as they pass 
out of the plant, in the reverse direction, so 
as to throw the cotton off by centrifagal force. 
The cotton fallslightly upon conveyors which 
torn it upon carrier belts, which in tura throw 
it beck ward over into the bags which are sus. 
pended in the rear to recieve. These recepti- 
cles, a8 s00n as they are filled, are unhitched 
and otbers put in their places. The most re- 
markabie feature of the device is its discrimi- 
paurg principle. The picking cylinder, 
which is the very germ of Mason’s conception, 
is a corrugated brass cylnder, about 14 iaches 
im diameter, the surface of which is perforated 
alovg its entire length with ten rows of 
engular pointe or teeth, there being forty 
teoib in each row and a>out 400 in each cylia- 
cer and upward of 45,000 in the whole ma- 
ebine. Theteeth do not obtrade above the 
holes in the cylinder, and to this ingenious 
arrangement it is due that while the cylinder 
is ee against a boll or any other part 
of the plant the points take no effect, wnile 
the slightest cor tact with the fiber of an open 
boll attaches it to the cylinder and pulls it 
out of the boll, just ae human fingers do, This 
is the philosophy of the whole thing. If 
from the above description of the modus 
e@perendi, any reader of 
mnabie to understand how the cotton picker 
works, he must go to Sumter and see for him- 
self, But should he prefer visitiag Macon 
during the Georgia state fair, he can gratify 
hie coriosity, for the harvester will be on ex- 
hibition there.

Richardson, Tim Toomey, Thomas J. LaMotte 
and many others. After the principles upon 
which the harvester is constructed wore lacid- 
ly explained by the inventor, it was deter- 
mined that one of the pickers should be sub- 
jected to the most rigid of all tests—actual, 
practical work. All things being in readiness, 
one of the machines was pulled out of tne 
shop and two horses were harnessed to it. A 
negro man was soon perched upon the scat, 
and off marched the procession to the cottoa- 
field. The cotton patch contained some 
three acies. The crop was by vo means an 
abundant one. The plants were oalv moder- 
ately well frnited. After a few preliminary 
experimentsthe machine was brought to a 
test so as to ascertain its capacity for picking. 
At eleven o’clock it straddied a long row, and 
the hcrses moved off at a quiet gait. The ma- 
chine was kept busy for precisely seventeen 
minutés when a halt was called, and the 
visitors began to investigate the results. 
The cotton which was picked was taken from 
the bags and carefully wéighed. It weighed 
48 pounds. It was found to contain not mach 
more trash than the generality of hand-picx- 
ed cotton contains. Th:ro were no blooms or 
immature balls among it, showing how 
nicely the cylinders had selected only the 
ripe staple and ignored everything else. The 
investigators expressed astonishment at the 
reeult. The picker had done al] that was 
claimed for it, and all who saw its pe: forman- 
ces feit convinced of its merit. Mr. Mason 
believes that his machine can pick about 2,000 
potxnds of cotton in ten hours, and other ex- 
oa concur with him in this opinion. It can 
utilized at night to advantage, for it docs 
se good work in the moonlight as it does in 
thesunshine, A moderate ostimate of its 
capacity is that it can do the work of twenty? 
average hands. Of course, when cured of its 
present defects, it will be able todo more. At 
present it isnot a perfect machine; it isamenable 
to many improvements, This invention, likeall 
other great inventions, can be perfected only 
by gradual process and innumerable experi- 
ments. The imperfections of the picker, it is 
confidently expected, will in time be quite 
got rid of. Thatthe principle is the correct 
one—and the only correct one—no intelligent 
person can doubt. The company has expreg3- 
ed its Cetermination nettoe out the harvester 
upon the marke; until its success has boon 
demonstretéd beyond a doubt. Mr. Mason 
wil! go along quietly and systematically recti- 
King such defects as he can find and intro- 
cucing such improvements as suggest them: 
selves to his mind. Heis now busy develop: 
ing some points which he believes will solve 
the chief difficulties in the way of a complet: 
ecccess. He will probably be able to test 
these ideas next Wednesday, when another 
trial of the harvester will be made befora a 
delegation of Texas planters.

A HEARTRENDING STCRY. 

When the government bort Penrose, reached 
Sabine Pase yesterday, Coleone] Umbas Martel 
was found rowing around the delta, looking 
for the bedics of his family. Ho said: 

“Mycelf,.wife and three children were cling- 

ing to aficating roof which was gradually 
breaking to pieces. One of the little ones 
went andthen another. I was holding the 
soungest, end soon my wife said: ‘Good bye 
husband, Iam going.’ I could not reach her. 
The piece of rocf waich supported her, broke 
cff and she sank before my eyes. I held on 
to the youngest child, 
Pearl, Frome time longer. 
child, addressing, me said: ‘Papa, I’m tired; 
won't you walk with me’’ The piece of roof 
Il was on was now crumbling to pieces. I told 
the little oveto kissme. She put both her 
little aims around my neck, gave a big equeexe 
aud just then a wave dasbed us off and I saw 
ber no more. Great God! why didn’t! go 
down tov?” 

He was pressed to go om board the Penrose, 
but refused to go, saying: 

‘Here among these lagoons are the bodies of 
my wife and childrep, and here will I stop 
until I can find them.” 

INDESCRIBABLE SUFFERINGS. 

No tongue can teil how the people have 
suffered curing the past few days. in many 
cases the dead ones are considered the lacky 
ones. 

Late reports from Johnson's Bayou bring the 
terrible intelligence that eighty-five persons 
are now known to have been lost in 
that setiloment and itis greatly feared that 
the list will be swelled to a hundred or more, 
thus making the tetal number of victims by 
the hurrieane fally two bundred. Reliable 
infcrmation from Johuson Bayou warves show 
ail the 10ads to be impassable and only two 
boats are ruuping to that section. The desti- 
tution of the survivore, of whom there are 
ever one thousand around Johnson’s Bayou 
erd Radford village, is described as some- 
thing awful. They lost everything and are 
without feod, drink or clothes. 

The committee at Galveston collected 55,000 
today, oné@ large quantities of clothing, food 
and household necessities. One thousand doi- 
jars of money hae been telegraphed to Bean- 
wont, to be applied at that point for the benefit 
of the sufferers from Sabine Pass. The re- 
maining two thousand is being expended 
on behalf of the survivors of Johuson’s 
Bryou district. The proprietors of the 
echooner Adelia and the tug Estelle have 
generously tendered the use of their vessels 
to the relicf commitiee, and the Adelia was 
loaded with supplies today for the sufferers. 
Over a thousand épllars worth of flour, bacon, 
cofice, sugar, molassoe, blankets, kitchen 
urentils, and tabie cutlery Was placed on the 
Adelis: also a large quantity§of fresh water, 
boxes of old weaning epparel and fifty new 
calico wrappers. At o'clock tonight the 
Adclia, in tow of the Estelle, started ap 
the coast for Sabine. She will reach the pass 
ét duylight temorrow and will then proceed 
alone up the Sabine river to Johnson's bayou 
where food willbe distributed tomorrow. The 
Survivors of Babine Pass overflow have al!

The Oifictal Journal—Revision of the Con- 
stitution. 

Ricemonp, Va., October 146.—When the 
general assembly of the Knights of Labor re- 
sumed its sersion this morning, discussion of 
the report on Deweays plan for the establish- 


| ment of a labor journal as an organ resumed. 


It was expected that debate on the subject 
would not be permitted to continue long and 
that the report of the committee on laws on 
revision of the constitution, action on which 
had been interrupted by the election of gene- 
ral officers, would be again taken up. 

It wastumored that the committee on law 
bad changed its report on revision of the con- 
stitution as originally stibmitted by the spo- 
cial committee on the subject, so as to preser vo 
intact distiict assemblies as they exist at 
present and thns remove objections raised 
against this clause of the revised constitution.

He will retarn on Monday. 

Mr. Powderly was not well today aud ro- 
mained in his room most of the day.

At tbis efternoon’s session consideration 
of report onthe the revision ofthe constitu- 
tion, as it came from the hands of the com- 
mittee on law, was continued. Section one, 
relating to name, jurisdiction and membership, 
was passed withoutaction. Section two, treat- 
ting of meetings of the general gssembly 
and representation, was amended so as to 
change the basis of repre:entation from one 
delegate for each thousand members to 020 
for cvery three thousand, and the aliowauce 
for mileage paysble by the general 
assembly. Jt was then adopted. Section 
three, treating of the general assembly, was 
adopted, after two clauses had been amended 
eo as to read: 

Any general officer, whether representative or 
not, is eligibie to re election. 

And : 

Any representative or past representative to this 
general assembly or past genera! officer is eligible 
to elec fon for any oflice in the general assembly 
except that of gencral master workman. 

In the clanse of section four relating to “du- 
ties of officers, an amendment was made by 
which in case of the death, rcsignationor re- 
moval ofthe general master workman, the 
general worthy foreman shall succeed to and 
perform all dutics of and become general mas - 
ter workman until the next session of the 
general assembly, when there shall be an elec- 
tion to fill the pcesition. 

In section nine, relating to state assemblies, 
amendments were adopted by which the for- 
mation of state assemblies is mado optiona! 
instead of compulsory. 

Business was transacted with such dispatch 
thisafternoon that some delegates entertain 
hopes of an ac journment Monday evening. A 
number of delegates left bere for their homes 
teday, but the great mejority will carry out 
their determination to remain until the work 
of the convention is concladed.

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BLAINE'S SPEECH. . 
HR OPENS THE HEPUBLICANSTATE 
CAMPAIGN, 


And at the Game Time Opens Bis Own Campsiga tor 
1868—-He Declares Himself in favor of Local 
Option,ahd Basa Word of Sympathy 
for the Poor Biacks, Er., Eto, 


PHILADELPHIA, October 16,--[Spesial,]— 

Mr. Blaine reached here at noon today, and 
went without demonstration to his rooms. I 
learn from a prominent Knight of Labor that 
his coming is intended to turn a crisis in the 
Pennsylvania campaign; about which the 
public knows nothing. This knight, who is 
familiar with the inside developments of the 
situation, tells me that were the election held 
today, Beaver would bedefeated. He says the 
Kuights of Labor have one handred thousand 
members who are voters in Pennsylvania. A 
largp msjority of these have already become 
well persnaded that the interest of the order 
and of working men generally willbe better 
advanced by Black’selection. The stand of 
the democracy against coal _ rail- 
road discrimination has érawo, 
without much noising sbroad, ths support 
of the majority oflab-ringmen. Bat Blaine’s 
reception and speech here tonight promise to 
go far toward turning the tide in Beaver’s 
favoz; and yet, more important than even this, 
to the republican managere, is the effect of to- 
night’s demonStration on the presidential 
campaign of 1883. Pennsylvania is Blaine’s 
native state, and here he has his most power- 
fnl popular support. Without Pennsylvania 
he cannot be renominated. Tonight's mect- 
ing bas been arranged secretly, for the pur- 
poee of firing the first gun in that campsign. 
The streets in the neighborhood of ‘the Acad- 
emy of Music have beon crowded since dusk 
by shouting crowds and brass bands, 
No such popular demonstration has been seen 
here since 1884. The Pennsylvania railroad 
company sold 20.000 excursion tickets. Chris 
Mezgee, of Hebburg, and the representative 
organizers of the state are all here. 

Blaine spoke first in {the Academy for an 
hour, then in the adjoining horticultural hall, 
endt hen from the steps of the Union League 
club, All of these buildings were s0 crowded 
by seven o’clock that the door had to be 
closed. ; 

Colonel McCluie of the Times says: ‘“‘Ont- 
side of partisan feeling and prejudice, the mass 
ofthe people will welcome Blaine, and thus 
honor the state that has given the republican 
party its brilliant magnetic leader since tha 
days of Harry Clay.” a * 

The chief points of Blaine’s speech are as 
follows: ; 

The specch itcelf was devoid of special sig- 
nficance, except such as the surroundings 
gave it. Its three chief points were made on 
tariff, the reunion of the stalwarts and the in- 
dependents in this state, and prohibition. John 
Stewart, the former leader of the independ- 
ents’ revolt, spoke on their behalf. But there 
was, by a notable omission, no speaker on be: 
half of the stalwarts, This is coneidered very 
significant. Blaine congratulated the party 
on the rennion of the stalwarts and independ- 
ents. Hesaid the republican party was in 
favor of submitting prohibition to the people, 
and for that reason was a good enough prohi- 
bition party for anybody, and was, above all, 
the party of protection and so entitled to the 
suffiages of the laboring men. Mr. Blaine 
dilated on the fact that the negro is deprived 
of his vote inthe south. His speech is con- 
sidered a good effort.

For twelve hours the storm raged over 
the devastated settleménts and then camea lull. 
Hope revived as the waters receded and the 
storm patsed away,and the survivors gath- 
cred on elevated points viewing the scene of 
Cceolaticn arcund them. Honges that stood 
the action of the storm were gomoletely 
gutted. There was no food, nor drink, salt 
water having invaded everything. Then 
there began a search for the dead, and those 
whore bodies lay pinioned by the rnins of 
heuses were speedily recovered.

A HEARTRENDING STORY. 

When the government boat Penrose, reached 
Sabine Pase yesterday, Coleone] Umbas Martel 
was found rowing around, the delta, looking 
for the bedics of his family.

“Myself, wife and three children were cling- 

ing to aficating roof which was gradually 
breaking to pieces. One of the little ones 
went andthen another. I was holding the 
youngest, and scon my wile said: ‘Good bye 
husband, lam going.’ I could not reach her. 
The piece of roof waich supported her, broke 
cff and she sank before my eyes, I held on 
to the youngest child, 
Pearl, some time longer. The 
child, addressing, me said: ‘Papa, I’m tired; 
won't you walk with me’’ The piece of roof 
I was on was now crumbling to pieces. I told 
the little oveto kiss me. She put both her 
little aims around my neck, gave a big equeexe 
aud just then a wave dasbed us off and I saw 
her no mere. Great God! why didn’tI go 
down tov” 

He was pressed to go on board the Penrose, 
but refused to go, saying: 

‘ Here among these lagoons are the bodies of 
my wife and children, and here will I stop 
until J can find them,”’ 

INDESCRIBABLE SUFFERINGS, 

Notongue can teil how the people have 
euffered curing the past few days. In many 
cases the dead ones are considered the lacky 
oOnucs. 
Late reports from Jonson's Bayou bring the 
terrible intelligence that eighty-five persons 
are now krown to have been lost in 
that settloment and itis greatly feared that 
the list will be swelled to a hundred or more, 
thus making the tetal number of victims by 
the hurrieane fully two bundred, Reliable 
information from Johuson Bayou warves show 
aii the 10ads to be impassable and only two 
boats are runbing to that section. The desti- 
tution of the survivorg, of whom there are 
over one thousand around Johnson's Bayou 
ard Radford village, is described as some- 
thing awful. They lost everything and are 
without food, drink or clothes. 

The committee at Galveston collected 55,000 
today. und large quantities of clothing, food 
and household necessities. One thousand dol- 
jars of money hae been teleyraphed to Bean- 
mont, to be applied at that point for the benefit 
of the sufferers from Sabine Pass. The re- 
maining two thousand is being expended 
on behalf of the survivors of Johuson’s 
Bayou district.

Section two, treat- 
ting of meetings of the general assembly 
and representation, was amended so as to 
change the basis of repre:entation from one 
delegate for each thousand members to 020 
for cvery three thousand, and the allowauce 
for mileage paysble by the general 
assembly. Jt was then adopted. Section 
three, treating of the general assembly, was 
adopted, after two clauses had been amended 
eo as to read: 

Any general officer, whether representative or 
not, is eligibie to re election. 

And 

Any representative or past representative to this 
general astembly or past general officer is eligibic 
to elec Jon for any oilice in the general assembly 
except that of gencral master workman. 

In the clanse of section four relating to “du- 
ties of officers, an amendment was made by 
which in case of the death, rcsignationor re- 
moval ofthe general master workman, the 
general worthy foreman shall succeed to and 
perform all dutics of and become general mas - 
ter workman until the next session of the 
general assembly, when there shall be an elec- 
tion to fill the pesition. 

In section nine, relating to state assemblies, 
amendments were adopted by which the for- 
mation of state assemblies is mado optiona! 
instead of compulsory.

Mr. Blaine reached here at noon today, and 
went without demonstration to his rooms. I 
learn from a prominent Knight of Labor that 
his comiyg is intended to turn a crisis in the 
Pennsylvania campaign; about which the 
public knows nothing. This knight, who is 
familiar with the inside developments of the 
situation, tells me that were the election held 
today, Beaver would bedefeated. He says the 
Kuights of Labor have one handred thousand 
members whoare voters in Pennsylvania. A 
ahd mejority of these have already become 
well persnaded that the interest of the order 
and of working men generality will be better 
advanced by Black’selection. The stand of 
the democracy against coal rail- 
road discrimination has éraw?, 
witbout much noising sbroad,ths support 
of the majority oflab-ringmen, But Biaine’s 
reception and speech here tonight promise to 
go far toward turning the tide in Beaver’s 
favor; and yet, more important than even this, 
to the republican managers, is the effect of to- 
night’s demonstration on the presidential 
campaign of 18838. Pennsylvania is Biaine’s 
native state, and here he has his most power- 
ful popular support. Without Pennsylvania 
ke cannot be renominated. Tonight's meet- 
ing bas been arranged eecretly, for the pur- 
poee of firing the first gun in that campaign. 
Tho streets in the neighborhood of *the Acad- 
emy of Music have been crowded since dusk 
by shouting crowds and brass banda. 
No each popniar demonstration has been seen 
here since 1884, The Pennsylvania railroad 
company sold 20,000 excursion tickets, Chris 
Megece, of Hebburg, and the representative 
organizers of the state are all here. 

Blaine spoke first in {the Academy for an 
hour, then in the adjoining horticultural hall, 
andt hen from the steps of the Union League 
club, All of these buildings were s0 crowded 
by seven o’clock that the door had to be 
closed.

From the Mississippi to the Atlantic. 
The Atlanta, Mississippi and Atlantic 
railroad is at present what is known asa 
paper railroad. This much we admit to the 
derisive comments of our friends, the enemy. 
All railroads, however, are first built on 
paper, and Atlanta hashad as easy and in- 
fallible a knack of converting her paper en- 
terprises into real ones, as any of the editors 
that sneer at her when they are in good 
humor and slander her when their whisky 
has soured. The proposed road, from the 
Miesissippi to the Atlantic, is not a casual 
project. It was carefully considered and 
thoroughly discussed before it was put before 
the public, and has already some very solid 
foundations laid, Ifthe people of Atlanta 
do their duty, it will be bails 
The necessity for such a road need not be 
discussed. There is no city of like size with 
Atlanta that does not control a single road 
that entersits cates. Where do westand in 
this regard? Suppose one of our merchants 
or manufacturers has a grievance against one 
of our roads, or has something to suggest for 
the good of Atlanta. To reach the Central 
road he goes to Savannah; to reach the 
Georgia road, to Augusta; to reach the Air- 
Line road, to Washington; to reach the East 
Tennessee, to i, noxville; to reach the Geor- 
gia Pacific, to Birmingham; to reach the 
Wert Point, to Montgomery. The Western 
and Atlantic alone hasa head in this city, 
and it is simply a local line, powerless to 
protect our commerce; if, indeed, 
ae 6: pelicy§ is not shaped in 
Louisville. Every road that comes 
into our city isowned or controlled by out- 
tiders—in most cases our fierce competitors, 
and in al] cases those whose heaviest inter- 
ests are at variance with our interests. These 
roads persistently and systematically cut 
into our business. It appears to be their 
policy to cut us just as deeply, and bleed us 
just as freely, as we can stand. We could 
mame bere three towns on three different 
roads that sent every bale of their cotton to 
Atlanta last year, and that will send every 
bale this year to other cities—a change ia the 
freight tarift making a difference that our 
buyers cannot overcome. We hold our trade 
solely by the superior energy and enterprise 
of our merchants—and even thus we hold it 
subject tothe caprice of railroads whose 
persistent policy is to carry it elsewhere as 
fast as they can do so. 

But one American city ever found itself 
in atimilar predicament, within our memory. 
That was Cincinnati. What did she do? 
She put up $25,000,000 in hard cash, and 
built the Cincinnati Southern. This one 
voad owned by Cincinnati and run in her 
interest, brought the other roads to terms, 
assured the Queen City of ita future, and r>- 

‘placed it in the ranks of growing and progres- 
sive centers. If the Southern road had cost 
$50,000,000, Cincinnati would have had it, 
and she would not for $100,000,000 surrender 
it. Atlanta must follow her example. The 
railroad map of the south is being rapidly 
remade. The great systems are perfecting 
their connections and protecting their focal 
points. As none of them center in Atlanta, 
we are being flanked on ll sides, The Cen- 
tral is completing a new line to the west by 
losing the Goodwater Gap. The Baltimore 
and QObio is pushing to the Alabama coal 
fielde on a ronte that will carry it through 
Dalton to the north of us The line from 
Avgusta to Chattanooga is rapidly takiog 
wbape. Not orly do we sufier from the per- 
verse hostility of existing roads that by 
freizht-adjustments for:e trade away from 
us, but we are threatened with new liaes 
Mat the by patura) Jaws of trade would leave 
us stranded. :

gers. It Commands the situation, now and 
forever. Where it touches the Tennessee 
river, for convenience sake, say at 8 heffield, 
itconnects ‘us with the great water ways of 
the Mississippi Valley. A navigable river 
is the great regulator of freights. With 
flour laid down in Sheffield at ten cents 
barrel by water from St. Louis, (as it is ber 
ing done every day, ) and with Atlanta own- 
ing the line from here to Sheffield, the ques- 
tion of western freights is settled, and At- 
lanta will have the call on her competitors. 
If an attempt should be made to correct this 
advantage by giving other cities low western 
freights by ocean routes, Atlanta’s line to 
the coast, (say at Charleston) will meet this 
flank movement. The feight men have 
said that Atlan‘a is too far east to get the 
advantage of low western rates, and too far 
west to get advantage of the low ocean 
freights. This new road gives us deep wa- 
ter at each end of tlre line ani makes us for- 
ever independent of railroad pols or dis- 
criminations. 

Unfortunately Atlanta cannot secure her 
road by the same means used by Ctncinnati. 
In that city the $25,000,000 was voted by 
the council. This is clearly the most equita- 
ble way. The burden, when laid by taxa- 
tion, falls equally on all men. Every man 
whose property or business is benefited is 
forced to bear his part of theexpense. Bat 
in Georgia such a course is impossible. Gen- 
eral Toombs’s boast, when the new-.constitu- 
tion was finished, that he had “‘locked up 
the treasury of every city, town and county 
in Georgia and thrown away the key”’ ia well 
founded. Fulton county could easily afford 
to snbscribe a half million dollars to this 
road, and her people would vote it willingly, 
but the constitution will not permit. The 
city could easily afford to subscribe, but the 
constitution forbids. The only way, there- 
fore, in which the money can be raised is by 
private subscription. It all depends on the 
public spirit and liberality of the people. 
This bas never yet failed and we do not be- 
lieve it will failnow. The sum of $250,000 
subscribed by Atlanta will make the road a 
certainty. The sum of $500,000 will give 
Ailanta perpetual control of the road. 

This money will not bea gift. Thereis 
every reason to believe that the new road 
will pay interest on the money required to 
build it. The Central road is paying inter- 
est or dividends on over $57,000 a mile. The 
rental of the State road amounts to 5 per 
cent cn $45,000 a mile, and the profits out- 
side of this have enriched the trustees. 
That road has_ probably earned 5 
per cent on $100,000 a_ mile. 
The JLouisville and Nashville, the 
East Tennessee, the Richmond and Danville 
and the other great systems are burdened 
with stock or securities running from $45,000 
to $60,000a mile. This road can be built 
and equipped for $15,000 a mile, and it will 
be built honestly and economically bya 
board selected by the subscribers. Ita busi- 
ness will be enormous from the day it is 
opened. It will be the shortest line between 
the Mississippi and the Atlantic, and the 
shortest line that can be built. It will give 
Kansas City a rail route 500 miles shorter to 
the ocean than apy it now has. Tae export 
and import business alone over this 
route would be immense. The road 
from first to last runs through a rich, freight- 
making country, with the phosphate beds at 
one end and exhaustlsss coal, iron and mar- 
ble beds at the other. Touching navigabie 
water at each end of its line it will be ab3o- 
lutely independent of any attempt to coerce 
or controlit. If the road came from the 
ocean and stopped at Atlanta, it could be 
throttled at any moment if the western roads 
combined against it. If it came from: the 
west and stopped at Atlanta, it could reach 
the coast only by sufferance of the roads now 
built, But the new road stretches from the 
deep water of the west to the ocean on the 
east, and is complete in itself. It can dic- 
tate its own terms, protect its business and 
magnify the towns and cities through which 
it passes. 

So the matter stands. Atlanta must have 
newr railroad connections. The road here- 
with proposed meets every requirement, un- 
locks our present problems and assures our 
future. Wemust build it. The city and 
the connty cannot buildit. Neither can 
subscribe a dollar. The money must be 
raised, therefore, by private subscription. 
This subscription, to be just and equable, 
shonld be distributed over the whole people. 
There isnot a property owner, merchant, 
mapufacturer, lawyer or capitalist in At- 
lanta who will not be directly benefited by 
the building of this road. It will quadruple 
our business, it will double our population 
and enhance the value of our property and 
the income therefrom. As every man will 
be benefited every man should subscribe. 
The man who will be benefited by the road, 

who is able to eubscribe to it, and does not 
subscribe, but relies on his neighbors to build 
it, hardly treats his neighbors fairly. Tax- 
ation would Jay the burden equally, but 
texation for this purpose is unconstitational. 
If every citizen will come up and do his 
share, something of the equality of taxation 
will be reached. Tur ConsTirurion never 
asks the people of Atlanta to take hold of an 
enterprise without being willing to take 
held with them. We, therefore, announce

How Messrs. Hyatt and Guy ever escaped 
is a mystery, but their prudence doubtless 
had much to do with it.

These facts were brought to the at- 
tention of Editor Dana, of the New York 
Sun, who, for the purpose of putting an end 
to a public scandal, announced in the col- 
umns of his newspaper that the undertaker’s 
bill would be paid if presented at that office 
properly attested. 

The undertaking firm did not take advan- 
tage of the Sun’s offer at once, but waited a 
week or morein orderto give the Grant 
family an opportunity to pay it. Finally it 
was presented at the Sun oflice and paid by 
the Sun company. Mr. Dana pursued Grant 
politically, but he was not willing to see the 
general’s memory scandalized by the refasal 
of the family to pay the undertaker’s bill. 

The Grants appear to be a very queer lot— 
avery. contemptible lot, in fact—and al- 
though Mr. Dana has paid the bill, his action 
will not give the public a better opinion of 
the Grant family.

Letters from his wife 
received on yerterday stated that he was entirely 
out of danger. This seems to have been the opin- 
ion of his physicians also; but the new and fatal 
complication which seized him yesterday after- 
noon and ended his life in a moment, was beyond 
their ken, 

General Gordon is in New York with his wife, 
where he went to see his brother when he was 
dangerously ill with pneumonia. H2 was proba- 
bly at bis brother's bedside when he cied. Noin- 
formation has yet been received as to when the 
body will be brought to Atlanta for interment. 

Mr. Walter 8. Gordon was about thirty-eight 
years of sge at thetimeof hisdeath. He comes 
of a long-lived family. His father, at theage of 
ninety, is sii]] a haleand beartyman. Mr. Gor- 
don went intothe army whenamere boy, and 
served with distinction, first on the staff of Gen- 
€ral Clemert A. Evans, and later on his brother's 
staff. At the close of the war he entered the Uni 
versity of Georgis, and graduated inthe famous 
class of 1868, the ido) of his comredes, beloved of 
his professors, and marked fora brilliant future. 
After graduating he lived in Atlanta fora short 
time, and engaged in the practice of thelaw. He 
Jeft Atlaria to go to Alabem1, where 
be was epgaged in farming, mining 
and the practice of his professivo. 
He became very popujar at his new home, and 
when under thirty came within two or turee 
votes of a ncimination for congress—an honor 
which had been entirely unsovght, and which the 
slightest solicitation would have secured. He was 
Civerted from politics, however, by business ¢a- 
gegements, entering into mining and railroad in- 
vestments with bis brothers, Geners] John B. and 
Major E. C. Gordon. With them he made 
nearly $200,000 in the sale of the 
Georgia Pacific road, which he § fre 
alized upon and converted inte cash’ With this 
he bought several ef the finest plantations iu Geor- 
gia and Alabama, aggregating about tweive 
thousand ecres, Heand his brother Eugene pro- 
jected and founded the city of Sheffield and made 
more than $160,000 in cash 1n thatenterprise. They 
also built a narrow gauge railroad from Clarksville, 
Tenn., which they sold a few months agoat a proat 
( £3150,000, Mr. Gordon had closed out all his speci 
lative enterprises and completed his arrangements 
for makirg Atlanta his permanent howe. He 
vas contemplating important investments 
here, and alicady owns perhaps $30,000 worth of 
Atlanta property. Just before leaving Atlanta he 
formed a copartne:ship with Mr. W. H. C. Mickle- 
berry for a produce and commission business, 
which is now in operation. Mr. Gordon leaves 4@ 
lovely wife, who was formerly Mrs. Lula McClen- 
don, oi Newnan, a daughter abont six years ofage 
and another about four months old. Few more 


populsr men than he ever lived. He was beloved * 


by all who knew him and his death will be 
mourned today in every town and cityin the state.

If ever there 
lived a man utterly without guile, clean and 
loving tothe very cere of his heart, in all his 
aspects lovable andin all his relations _trus, 
let one who knew him wel! rise up and testify 
that here wasthe man. If ever there lived 
a man who loved hig friends batter than he 
loved himself, here was the man. All that he 
had was theirs, and the affection that bound 
him tothem was boyish inits freshne$s, per- 
fect in its sense of comraieship, and exquisite 
in its womanly tenderness, 

So staunch was he, so sure to find his old 
friends sgain, 20 careless and yet so sincere, in 
the idea of his coming back, so fa!! of his ma- 
tual plans for the future, that it is hard to be- 


lieve that even Death could keep him forever 


separated from thom. Poor fellow—he was 
never happy, even in his p!easure trips he had 
to leave his friends, and now, iuto 
the Infinite—into the vast Unknown

ed, and eyes closed, and lips sealed—alone— 
save that Friend of friends who is with him, 
His life, though it has been happy as all such 
lives must be,was forever restless, Never until 
with the past few months has he been so situated 
that he could give up his wanderings and 
establish himself at home.

handgrasp, we closed the compact of 
constant comradeship. Writing these 
words as he liss dead, we are 
reminded of what he said in New York 
five or six years sgo, when his first fortune 
came to him. “There is but one cloud,” he 
said, “between me and perfect happiness.” 

“And that is?” 

“That life is so short and that just as I am 
restored to my friends, perhaps half of my 
life is already gone.” 

There are thoughts that crowd for utter. 
conjured up, 
and as the charm and magnetism of his life 
touches the pathos and sentiment of bis death. 
But perhaps they are best unwritten, that they 
may be held in the silence that makes them 
sacred. All men who knew Walter Gordon 
knew as well as the most loving man 
could write it, the infinite beauty and rich- 
ness of his life and character, and this those 
who did not know him could never know.

It is possible that next Tuesday night will 
seo the last liquor shop in Atlanta closed. 

Mr. T. C, Masyon’s quart license, the onl 
one still in force, expires on the 26th by limi- 
tation. It appears to be definitely understood 
that the decision of the supreme court in the 
Thorn case will decide that all liquor licenses 
aro revokable, and that if a law is passed be- 
fore the expiration of a license, prohibiting 
the sale of liquor, that that prohibition re- 
vokes the license. This d 
course, cover Mr. Mayson’s license, Taesday 
is the day on which the decision will be ren- 
dered. Unless there is some cause for dela 
this decision will then be rende 
and Mr. Mayson would, as soon as this was 
made public, doubtless close his doors. This 
would cut him out of seven days of his sae 
which is wérth to him at least one thonsan 
dollazs a day.. A CoNnsTITUTION reporter took 
a stand on the sidewalk near Mr. Mayson’s 
door last night, and counted the people as they 
wentin. A dozen counts made within a half 
hour, averaged twenty-eight 4 to the 
minute that walked in the door.

Of 
couree the trade is heavier Saturday night 
than any other night in the week, but the re- 
ceipts for ¢very day are immense. 

With the expiration of Mr. Mayson’s license 
there will be no place in Atlanta in which a 
drop of liquor can be bought under the Jaw. 
The suggestion that a saloon could be ostab- 
lished in the basement of the customhouse 
and protected by the United States is absard, 
and of course no serious attempt will be made 
in that direction.

characteristic generosity, insisted on taking the 
mere back, and she was thrown on bis hands. He 
offered her for sale again at $175, and a Georgia 
gentleman bought her, but on being informed by 
Major Brown that she was a little skitt'sh he de- 
clined to take her, As nobody seemed to want the 
mare, the trainer of the stables began to cxercise 
her on the track. She soon showed a 2-20 pace, 
The next season she started on the cireult, and won 
FO Many races that Major Brown, before the season 
wasfover, sold her for $8,000 cash. There was more 
judgment and less juck in the big “spec” he had 
made on Brown Hal. His sire, Tom Ha’, 
is one of the best stallions of 
Tennessee, and Mejor Brown wanted some of his 
blood. Hesaw a good horse in Brown Hal when 
little attention was paid to him at a county fa‘r 
where he was beaten in a two year-old competi 
tion. Soon afterwards Major Brown bought him 
for +700. Brown Hal is now Only seven years old, 
and is asuperb animal. He has already paid his 
present owner several thousand dollars, and is to 
day the most promising pacer in existence. Last 
, Season he was started in four great races, aud won 
them all with case and in good time, though he 
was never put to his be:t. He has gone a trial milein 
the wonderful time of 2.05°,. John Bostick, his 
trainer, isone ofthe most experienced turfm2n in 
the country, He says he believes Brown Hal will 
bring the pacing record down to 2:05, or lower, next 
season. if he docs he will be worth $59,030 at 
least. Bostick says he has paced s€veral quarters 
under thirty seconds and can go halfamileina 
minute. Major Brown has been offered $10,000 fer 
him but does not care to:ell him at any price just 
now. Heis worth from $4,000 to $5,000 a year in 
the stud nowand his value is increasing. Ten- 
nessee Wilkes has paid handsome. Licis though 
Capable of a 2:20 gait and wil! be given a record 
next Fpring. 

Major Brown has quite a business in Shetland 
and Welsh ponies for which he gets $150 each. He 
also breeds Creole ponies and values them highly. 
They can be made remarkably useful about a 
farm. Heiscrossing the Welsh and Creole with 
expectations ofa pony superior to either of the 
pure breed. There are about 230 horses of all 
kindsonthe place, and this department ofthe 
farm alone would be enough to keep the owner's 
time well employed and his pocket well filled.

fer himselfand for hiscountry. Of him, another 
Tennersee Jersey breeder said to me recently: 

“He is atthe head of the profession, 1 would 
rather have his judgement on a Jersey cow than 
thatofanymanin America.’ 

The record of Major Brown justities this high 
praise, for on his farm the completest success 
knownin Jersey breeding has been achicvel. It 
is with him a business from first to last, and hs 
men know any of the 

rdinazsy occupations oflife. With a keen appre- 
ciation of those teautles of form and color which 
appeal tothe, admiration of everybody he still 
holds tothe maxim that ‘“‘the sole office of the 
Jersey cow is to produce the largest. possible 
amount of ricb, Lighly- colored butter from a 
given amount of food,’’ 

As I passed a herd of Jerseys on the lawn in 
front of his house he pointed outthe smallest, and 
to my unpractised eye the least attractive cow in 
tle group: ‘There is a cow with a history.” 
| When I asked what was remarkab'’e about her 
I was told that the little cow was Landscers 
Fancy, who ina year, under an official test, made 
the matchless record of 9389 pounds and eight 
curces Of butter. She was bred at Eweli farm, but 
is now owned by Mr. W. J. Webster, of Columbia, 
Tennessee. There are now in the Ewell farm 
herd four cows with records of over ejghteen 
pouncs of butter awesk, nine with records of 
seventeen pounds and twenty-three with records 
of fourteen pounds. The total of these tests was 
about 530 pounds a week or an average of about 
seventeen pounds tothe cow. It is doubtful if 
there isa Jersey herd in America with as many 
high test cows. 

Mr. Brown isan enthusiast on the subject of Jer- 
sey breeding, but bis is a practica) enthusiasm, 
based on actual results. He has made Jerseys pay 
handsomely, and has seen his neighbors do like- 
wise. ‘I never knew aman who applied to this 
business @ reasonable degree of care and intelli- 
ecnce who failed to make it pa#y,”’ said he, “My 
Cairy cows willaverage a yield of $125 a year. 
There is no way of computing the cost of their 
keep which will makeit more than $50 a year. 
There isa profit of 375 a cow, if I kill the calves as 
fast as they are dropped.”’ 

Mr. Brown has acomplete record of every cow 
bheever owned, and it shows some remarkable 
profits. Allie Minka hashad twelve calves in as 
maby years, which have sold for $2.50°, and she 1s 
stil one of the best cows in the herd. 

Major Erown so'd Heedess, by Tormentor, to 
Mr. W. W. Boyd, of Atlanta, in the winter of 1850 
for $125, She had a calt which Majer Brown 
bought back for $125, and named Daisy Brown, At 
three years old she gave seventeen pounds, six 
ounces of butter in seven days, and seventy-three 
pounds, four ouncesin a month, Her calves have 
brougbt over about $2,000, and she is worth $1,500. 
she is not yet six yearsold. Odelle Sales, by Tor- 
mentor, bad a calf when she was thirteen months 
and one day old, which was named ‘Little Acci- 
Cent’ in henorof Sarah Bernhardt’s first born. 
Odelle Sales is jusisix years old, and besides a 
steady yleld of butter bas paid to her owner over 
*2.000 in calves. Several other cows in the herd 
have done almost as well. Major Brown has sold 
a number of Jerseys as high as $1,000 each. The 
entire butter product of the dairy is soldat °5 ceats 
a pourd onthe farmandis shipped mainly to 
Memphis, Augusta and Birmingham at the rate of 
about four hundred pounds a week. Two thous- 
and pounds could be disposed of as readily as the 
four hundred_pounds.

Major Brown's favorite is his importea Tormen- 
tor, a grandson of Coomassie, and a royal repre 
sentative of perhaps the best Jerscy biood in exis*- 
ence. Tormentor was relected for Major Brown on 
the }sle of Jersey by a friend whe thought him the 
finest epecimen he eaw in the native home of these 
remarkable cattle. Hereafter no Tormentor calves 
will be told trom Fwell tarm, as Major Brown 
wants to base his herdon the blood which has 
given the best average tests on record. 

What his profits on Jerseys have peen for the 
fourteen years he has been preeding-them, I do 
not krow, but they have been steady and growing 
copstantiy and inthe eggregate would show big 
figures. Mr. Webster and Dr. Morrow, of Colum 
bia, ten miles below, have also made a great deal 
of money outof Jerseys, They recently consoll 
dated their herds which aggregate aboutone bun 
@reé and seventy-five head. Mr. Matt Gardauer, 0: 
Neebville, two years @go0 sold his herd of Jerseys 
for $20,000, ell of which was clear profit. Inu afew 
e ipereese bad paid for the entire herd, 
Jie then bovuebt @ few Jerseys for %3,000 and in one 
yeer cold them and their increase for $6,000 aller 
meking a snug sum On his dairy that year.

A few years 
ago the country around Elgin, Illinois, was in a 
aaa paces financially. The people had 
old plans of farming and had found 
themsel ves gtowipg poorer and poorer year by 
year. A few of them started dairies, It was soon 
obterved that they were prospering while their 
neighbora struggled on with their diminishing 
Crops and increasing mortgages. The man with a 
dairy had money when his neighbor with a corn 
Geld was penniless. The dairy fever became con- 
tagious; the whole country was dotted over with 
dairies of all sizes, The thicker they grew tie 
beticr they prospered, Nobody complains of over- 
production in this business. “Now Elgin has be- 
come the grertest butter market in the country, 
and there is not anywhere a more thrifty, a more 
intelligent, a happier community. Every Monday 
brokers visit the Elgin dairy exchange aud purch- 
ase butter and cheese by the ton for ali parts of the 
United States, Dairies have in a few years trans 
formed Elgin and its surrounding country from 
poverty to weaith. 

“It seems to me that this industry appeals espe- 
cially to the people of the south. It carries with 
it benc/its to character and habits which extend 
far beyond the mere range of the dairy intarest. 
It teaches punciuality, economy and attention to 
cetail—virtues which we naturally desire the 
youth of our country to acquire. Itis a valuable 
lerson ton bey to watch the exactness and care 
with which a dairy is conducted. It teaches him 
that the difference of a cent or two in the price of 
butter is the difference between poverty and pros 
pe ity; thatthe man who closely attends to his 
business makes the mostcf it and thrives by il, 
while the man of idle ada loose habits fails. 

‘I had an illustration of the’worth of skill and 
system here last summer. Mr. Bruce, my dairy 
man, was absent forthree months, on a visit to bis 
native heath in Scotland. His place was filled 
apparently well, and the dairy moved along 
fmoothly enough. When Bruce returned the daily 
record showed that in one week the average milk 
yield of each cow was increased three pounds a 
dey. If youinterest part of every community in 
an industry which requires the closest attention, 
the most systematic regularity, the “most trugal 
saving of odds and ends, you set to work a leaven- 
ing influence which will permeate all abont it. 

“I think so highly of this business that I want my 
oldest son to devote his life to it. He is now atthe 
university of Virginia where he is pushing his stud 
ies as far as he can with reference to his prospective 
calling. When he graduates next summer he and 
a frierd ofhisaboutthe same age will begin a 
stock farm and daiyof their ownon a rather 
small scale over beyond those hills. I think there 
isenough inthis business to employ the talents 
and gratify the ambition of almost every man, 
when it is rightly appreciated.
